WAR NEWS AFTER MIDNIGHT. 


CHEFOO, June Dis- 
patch.] Concerted attacks of vary- 
ing strength from land and sea have 
been made by the Japanese on the 
outer defenses of Port Arthur for the 
past two days, and though none of 
them is known to have been pushed 
to a conclusion, they are progressive- 
ly persistent. Field artillery was 


used today in bombarding the Rus- 
sian breastworks between Thung- 
Fiakhou and the approaches to 


Wedge Head, and simultaneously 
several Japanese gunboats fired on 
minor Russian positions along the 
shore of Talienwan Bay. At no time 
did the Japanese attack in force, 
their “various periods of fire appar- 
ently being! designed mainly to draw 
a reply from the enemy, and most of 
the movements being in the nature 
of reconnoiagpances. The attacks 
were effective in more than one in- 
stance, however, so far as exposing 
the weakness of some of the outer. 
Russian positions. 

Early rumors of severe losses in- 
flicted on the Mikado’s vessels and 
men are contradicted: by the reports 
of- merchant craft arriving in this 
port since noon today. 

Later arrivals corroborate the stories 
of land and naval skirmishes since 
June 6. A small number of Japanese 
gunboatsa—four at most—reconnoitered 
closely in the neighborhood of Port Ar- 
thur harbor, a little before mid- 


night Monday. Careful examin- 
ation was made of the entrance 
to the harbor, the officer in 


command of the little squadron being 
instructed to brave extreme peril, if 
necessary, to obtain the information 
desired. A well-directed, but not dis- 
astrously-effective fire was opened on 
the gunboats from the fortifications. 
One of the boats was hit eight times, 
but was damaged only slightly, and es- 
caped with the loss of one seaman 
killed and two wounded. ~ 
Others were atruck once or twice 
each, but all scouting vessels retired 
in good order. Apparently, the infor- 
mation gleaned in the course of that 
reconnoissance was of importance to 
Vice-Admiral Togo, for an extended 
movement in the direction of the har- 
bor was made by @ nearer section of 
the inner Japanese line.

The correspondent has 
evidently discovered that Mr. Gompers 
violates his eight-hour theories repeat- 
ediy in the adminfstration of his own 
office. Mr. Gompers realizes from a 
business staridpoint that frequently it 
is necessary to work ten hours and 
perhaps longer to get through with a 
day’s work. The eight-hour day would 


Mr. Gompers, who, the correspondent 
declares, does not get to work until 
afternoon. 
The correspondent also states that 
the clerks in Mr. Gompers’s office have 
repeatedly attempted to form a union, 
but that Mr. Gompers has shut down 
pon the proposition with an iron 
and. Mr. Gompers apparently ts in 
favor of everybody, with the exception 
of himself, having a union among em- 
ployés.

Dear Sir: In reading the hearings be- 
fore the House Committee on Labor in 
reference to the eight-hour bill, and the 
arguments made by Gompers and his 
Legislative Committee, it. occurred to 
me that it might be of interest for you 
to learn a few facts concerning the 
American. Federation of Labor, and 
how Gompers applies the eight-hour 
law to the establishment run by him. 

To begin with; he has a force of from 


and they are not even organized. From 
time to time an effort has been made 
to get an organization of these -clerks, 
but all efforts have proved futile, owing 
to the fact that Gompers does not want 
his office organtged, for the simple rea- 
son that he would then have to abide 
by the rules and regulations of a union, 
which he does not propose to do. As 
it is run now, he consults his own con. 
venience, regardless of the fact whether 
his clerks work éight, ten, twelve or 
fourteen hours, and I Wan assure you 
that eight hours is the exception and 
not the rule. 

In the American’ Federationist,’ a 
magazine issued by the American Fed- 
eratign of Labor, of which Gompers is 
the editor, there is published the. list 
of salaries paid the clerks at headquar- 
ters each month, that is, the full 
amount they received, but Gompers 
takes good care that he does not dis- 
tinguish between the overtime and the 
regular salary. For instance, R. Lee 
Guard, private secretary to President 
Gompers, for the mgnth of February 
received $94.90 acc ing to the list. 
Her regular salary is $20 per week, 


weeks. Another clerk, H Barnes, 
receives a salary of $12 per week, and 
for four weeks received $56.25—$8.25 
overtime, and. still another clerk, D. 
Nielson, on @ salary of $8 per week, 
‘makes $55.18; overtime, $11.13. In the 


| May issue, just out, H. R. Barnes re- 


ceives $61.26 for four weeks’ salary, 
which gives him $13.25 overtime: D. 
Nielson receives $56.96, which gives 
her $11.96 overtime. In the January 
issue his private secretary draws $100, 
which is overtime for four weeks, 
or $% a week. These clerks are not by

every clerk in his employ 
makgs more or less overtime, but these 
ed are usually in‘ the lead. 
s inside information, of course, 
and while it is not by any means a 
State secret, yet the extent to which 
the overtime is practiced is to some de- 
gree a secret. Of course the fact the 
office is not organized is 
everyone. Another thing, Gompers, to 
look well before the public, is supposed 
to close his office. at 2 o'clock on a Sat- 
urday, but there is not a Saturday in 
the year that some one of his clerks 
does not work and make bvertime, If 
Gompers followed his own teachings he 
would put in enough employés to do the 
work without compelling his poor 
‘wage slaves’ to work overtime, 

I do not know whether this informa- 
tion may be of any value to you, or 
even of interest, but as you are one 
of the opponents of the Eight-Hour 
Bill, which bill states that no one shall 
be required or permitted to work more 
than eight hours per day without a fine 
of $5 for violation thereof, and also in 
consideration of Gompers’s eloquent 
speeches in behalf of the bill, in one 
of which he says there should be no 
opportunity for overtime, I think it is 
about time someone should give him 
a dose of his own medicjne, and hence 
this letter. 

I notice he lays particular stress 
upon the fact that he is a cigurmaker, 
and that organization fines its mem- 
bers 50 cents an hour for overtime, but 
I cannot-find any recotd of his calling 
attention to the fact that he is an em- 
\ployer of labor, and the ideal manner 
in which he runs his establishment. 
He is too clever for that. The fact of 
the matter-is that he has never run 
his office on an eight-hour basis, be- 
cause he would then have to get to 
work before the afternoon, which 
would not suit him at all! 
course the financial part ef the over- 
time does not affect him, as it does 
not come out of his tndivijual pocket. 
Just so long as he can keep from the 
public the cts above stated, so long 
will he run a scab shop. There is not 
a non-union shop in the country whose 
employés are as dissatisfied as they 
are in Gompers’s own office, and if the 
word. organization. were heard, it 
would: cost them their positions. 

It is out of mo deference to the wishes 
of his clerks that they are not organ- 
ized, as they are more than anxious, 
but ause he wants to be boss and 
run things his own way. Of course 
he can lay down rules and regulations 
for you and others to fallow; that is 
What he is getting $3000 a year for, but 
when comes to running his own of- 
fice on an eight-hour basis, it does not 
work. Another thing—you are com- 
pelled to hire a union man to paint 
even your porch, and for not doing so 
you were published all over. the coun- 
try, yet he can run his office without 
even one union clerk in it. Why is he 
exempt, and why has not someone 
taken the trouble to find these things 
owt? It is up to you te make some 
use of these facts, and show him to 


the public for the hypocrite he is.

The extremely low prices on 
Louisiana and Texas rice has had the 
stimulating effect of making large 
sales, and putting the food into many 
hands, who buy very sparingly. The 
fact is, rice is Gne of our greatest 
cereal industries, and should be pro- 
moted in every way. The rice’ diet 
is healthy and and the price 
brings it within tie reach of —the 
humbiest workman. Creale poor folks 
of the Cypress swamps are noted the. 
world over for the delightfully ap- 
' petizing ‘manner, in which, they boil 
their rice until each grain stands out 
alone. The world is going to buy a 
great deal of our rice this year, and 
we should not be: far behind in the 
consumption of it. 

Jobbers are buying more freely of 
Louisiana rices just now. Patnas 
will be very scarce this year, _owing 
to the war. 


A BROOM TRUST. The long con- 
templated combine of the broom manh- 
ufacturers of the country now ap- 
pears to stand a fair’ chance of be- 
coming a reality. Representatives of 
many of the largest factories are now 
in Chicago to talk over the situation 
and come to some definite under- 
standing with the western and New 
York capitalists, who have agreed to 
put up the money. 

The new trust, which has recently 
been incorporated under the laws of 
Maine-as the National Broom Com- 
pany, insists that-it will be able to 
the broom-making and the 
broom-selling business of the country, 
having an output of 3000 dozen brooms 
a day, or practically 80 per cent. of 
the business in this country. The new 
company has _ been in process of 
formation for ‘more than a year, and 


| more than $10,000 has already been 


spent’ in sending auditors to examine 
the properties it was proposed to take 
into the trust. Out of the forty-four 
companies examined, however, it is 
said that only about eighteen will be 
taken in, and in New York State the 
only ones likely to be included will 
be the American Broom and Brush 
Company at Amsterdam, the Mo- 
hawk Valley Broom Company at 
Fonda, and Wittemeier’s Sons’ Com- 
pany at Fort Hunter. 

It is estimated that the combine will 
use about 2000 tons of broom corn a 
month and that the factories which 
will be taken into the combination will 
be those making 100 dozen or more 
brooms a day, that minimum being 
established because it represents a 
consumption of one ton of broom 
corn 

The National Broom Company is 
capitalized at $13,000,000, of which 
$4,000,000 is 7 per cent. cumulative pre- 
ferred stock and $9,000,000 common 
stock. For the plants taken into the 
combine dollar for dollar will be paid 
in ‘preferred stock, the common going 
as a bonus.—{New York Journal 
of Commerce. 

COTTONSEED OIL DECLINES. 
The Ol, Paint and Drug Reporter 
says: “The change in the foreign de- 


+mand for cottonseed oll has attracted 


considerable attention, and while the 
cause has been understood by those 
directly interested, there has, never- 
theless, been considerable discussion 
as to the status of the competing oils 
and the outlook-fer the future. For- 
merly large quantities of cottonseed 
oll were taken abroad, particularly 
by France, for the manufacture of 
soap, but the demand has practically 
ceased, and although the shipments 
of cottonseed ofl continue they are of 
grades used for edible purposes, the 
higher cost of cottonseed oil, as com- 
pared with other oils used for soap- | 
making, making its use impracticable. 
The considerable decline in the price 

of cottonseed o!l) in this market has 
had no effect on the demand from 
abroad, nor is it expected that cond{- 
tions will soon again be favorable to 
the exportation of The off-grades oil 
used for soap-making, as the compet- 
sing oils are both plentiful and cheap, 
the price of both sesame oil and pea- 
nut oll, which are in extensive use on 
the continent, ruling very low, and | 
as supplies of both are expected to 
continue liberal the prospects are that 
prices will continue low. Another 
seed oil largely used in Europe for 
the manufacture of soap is linseed 
oll, and has also declined in 
price. ‘

SAW YOUNG SHOT. 


Favorable to V/oman Held for 
Bookmaker’s Death. 

{BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M) 
NEW YORK, June 8.—Justice Clarke 
of the Supreme Court today denied 
the writ of habeas corpus for the re- 
lease of Mrs. Nan Patterson, held in 
connection with the shooting of “Cae- 
sar” Young, bookmaker and turfman. 
Pattersdn was remanded to 
Tombs prison. She is held as a wit- 
ness under $6000 bail, but Dist.-Atty. 
Jerome has intended that in case of 
her release either on bail or by any 
other means, she will be -rearrested. 
Today Algernon Meyer of Jackson- 
ville, Fla., announced that he was a 
witness to the killing of Young and 
stated that Young himself held the 
revolver which fired the fatal shot.

Meyer met Dist,.-Atty. Jerome later, 
and was su ted to an extended ex- 
amination. ts statement was taken 
in full. 


According to Meyer, the shooting ap- 
peared accidental. Mrs. Patterson was 
struggling with Young, who had the 
revolver in his nght hand, and his 
right arm was around her neck. I 
appeared as though Mrs. Patterson 
was trying to push Young away, or) 
perhaps to take the revolver away from 
him. 

Meyer says there was another wit-

Dist.-Atty Jerome says the case of 
Mrs. Patterson will not be taken up by 
the grand jury at this time.

After a second effort within twenty- 
four hours to secure from J. Morgan 
Smith, brother-in-law of Mrs. Pat- 
terson, any information he may pos- 
sess as to the ownership of the re- 
volver which killed Young, a sub- 
poena has been e ved, directing Smith 
to appear before, the eB dye jury today.

Mrs. Doran’s New Power Yacht, 
Presto, Makes Fine Showing. 
Rumored that Intended Challenger 
Mischief and Marie Will Race 
Sunday—South Coast Club. 


R. C. P. Smith, 
ber of the South Coast Yacht Club, 
will leave early this morning on his 
yacht, the schooner Sweetheart, fdr a 
cruise up the coast.

On measured 
distances the new yacht has shown a 
speed of about sixteen miles an hour, 
which does not, however, represent 
her maximum rate, as the tests were 
made with too many persons on board, 
and the vessel had not been put in her 
best running trim. Mrs. Doran had 
a party with her yesterday, which in- 
cluded two women friends, and a fast 
run was made out on the Pacific and 
back. This was made at 360 revolu- 
tions, which is the smallest turnover 
that the boat makes, her maximum 
revolutions being 459. About this new 
flyer Mrs. Doran was good enough to 
say that the craft was better than 
‘she expected, and the builders, Fel- 
lows & Pugh, were — a bonus of 
$75 above contract price.

It will be a notable gathering 
@fd an auspicious occasion when the 
Republican hosts assemble “under the 


Oaks” at Jackson, Mich., on the 6th 
of July, to celebrate in a fitting man- 
mer the fifiieth anniversary of the 
founding of the Republican party. The 


President will be represented by Han. 
—John Hay, Secretary of State, who 


will deliver the principal address. Sec- 
retary Hay was one of the private 
Secretaries of President Lincoln, and 
be has been closely identified with the 
Republican party since its birth. He 
is therefore especially qualified to 
speak of its development and prog- 
ress, and the whole country will be 
interested in what he has to say on 
the occasion. There will be other not- 
able speakers, among them Secretary 
Taft, Speaker Cannon, Senators Alli- 
son, Fairbanks, Burrows and Alger, 
and Dr. James _B. Angell, president 
of Michigan ‘University. 

On July 6, 1854, a mass convention 
was held at Jackson, in response to 
a call signed by opponents of the 
extension of slavery, to the number of 
about 10,000. The meeting was pre- 
sided over by David 8S. Walbridge. Ad- 


_ dresses were made by Zachariah Chan- 


dier, who afterward became a stal- 
wart “war horse” of the Republican 


party, representing his State in the 


Senate of the United States during and 
after the war; Austin Blair, who be- 
came the Governor of his State, and 
won enviable distinction as one of the 
great war Governors; Erastus Hussey, 
who gained a national reputation by 
reason of his firm stand for freedom 
during the Kentucky raids into Cass 
county; and Lewis Clark, who. was 
said to have been the prototype of 
Uncle Tom in Mrs. Stowe's great 
novel.

HE- INCONSISTENT GOMPERS. 
In another column of this morn- 
ing’s Times will be found an accoun 
of some of the practices which pr 
vail in the office of that notorious pre- 
tender and infamous labor agitator, 
Gompers. , The article is interesting 
as showing the insincerity of so-called 
labor “leaders,” and of Gompers in 
particular, and as showing how little 
they practice what they preach. 
Gompers has been one of the most 
persistent fighters for the eight-hour 
law and has dirécted in large measure 
the lobby at Washington which has 
endeavored to secure national legisla- 
tion along this line. He professes to 
believe in the practicability and de- 
sirability of an eight-hour day, regard- 
less of specia] conditions or emergen- 
cies. But it will be observed that in 
Gompers’s own office his clerks are 
worked overtime constantly. This 
very fact wrecks all of Gompers’s high- 
sounding theories; proves that he him- 
self recognizes the fact that there are 


{times when the day’s work cannot be 


done in eight hours, and destroys all 
his arguments in favor of the ironclad 
eight-hour rule. 

But there is another matter even 
more significant. Gompers, the great 
unionist, will not permit his clerks to 
form a union. They have tried to do 
so time and again, but were unsuccess- 
ful. Gompers knows too well the ef- 
fect on industry of union rules as now 
laid down, and in his own work he does 
not propose to be hampered by these 
rules and restrictions. Mf is eas} 
enough for Gompers to formulate reg- 
ulations for other industries, and to 
attempt to enforce them regardless of 
the interests of the industries affected; 
but he declines to himself abide by the 
same kind of rules which he is paid 
$3000 a year to devise for others. 

The eight-hour day would affect 
Gompers personally, for that easy-go- 
ing leech, who fattens upon the contri- 


butions of poor workingmen, does not 


get down to his office unti! noon, and 
the eight-hour day would carry his 
work into the night and interfere seri- 
ously with his persona) comfort. 

But Gompers is no more inconsistent 
and insincere than other self-styled 
labor “leaders.” They are all cut 
from the same cloth. They are al! 
working for their own personal inter- 
ests, and down in their hearts they 
have no feeling for the men they pro- 
fess to serve. But Gompers, who 
stands out prominently as one of the 
chiefs of the @lan, also stands out 
boldly as one of the most notorious 
of the hypocrites, falsifiers and dema- 
gogues, who are today leading many 
honest workingmen into paths where 
they will find only misery, failure, pub- 
lic condemnation and personal suffer- 
ing. 

ESPICABLE HYPOCRISY. 

The convention of the Western 
Federation of Miners is in session at 
Denver. Of course, a resolution con- 
demning the “nefarious dynamiting 
plot” was adopted, and of course a re- 
ward ($5000) was offered by the fede- 
ration for the capture of the perpe- 
trators of the outrage. : 

And of course Eugene V. Debs sent 
this telegram to the convention: “En- 
emy is desperate. You are on top. 
Stand pat.” 

And likewise, of course, William D. 
Haywood was reélected secretary of 
the federation; and President Moyer 
would probably have been re#lected 
president !f he had net been in jail and 
therefore unable to attend the conven- 
tion, the federation’s constitution pro- 
viding that no nominations shall be 
made for president unless the presi- 
dent of the federation is present when 
a vote on the nominee for the office 
is taken. | 

All this sounds very fine and lofty; 
but the plain intent to deceive the pub- 


lic as to the federation’s real attitude | 


is obvious. t it be remembered 
that Secretary Haywood is one of the 
men who signed the infamous poster 
which constituted a flagrant and 
damnable desecration of the nation’s 
uag; and President Moyer also signed 
it.

No one who knows the history of 
the federation in Colorado places the 
slightest significance upon its offer of. 
$5000 reward. Ask any sane man who 
has passed through the Colorado con- 
flict in recent years, and he will tell 
you that in all probability the Western 
Federation of Miners could put its 
hands on the perpetrators of Monday's 
tragedy. The offering of a reward by 
the federation is the shallowest kind 
of a pretense, a screen so thin and 
filmsy that any thinking person can 
see through it and detect the guilt that 
lies behind it. 

In the miners’ union hall at Victor 
were found forty photographs of min- 
ers whose names were recorded on the 
photographs. Two of these names 
were scratched out—the men had 
been killed in the dynamiting of the 
Vindicator mine last November. Other 
names of men who have departed from 
Cripple Creek were crossed out. Cer- 
tain other names were “checked.” 
James Cochrane, secretary of the 
‘nion, admits that the photographs 
were collected and named to show 
F seceieaaht on-union miners. He pro- 
fesses to know nothing more about the 
photographs. 

It is suggested to the Western Fede- 
ration of Miners that it can save its 
$5000 by investigating this marked- 
photograph matter. But the federa- 
tion’s $5000 is perfectly safe—and the 
federation knows it. The direct per- 
petrators of Monday's awful deed will 
procably never be discovered—cer- 
tainly not by the Western Federation 
of Miners. Everyone knows who ifs in- 
directly and In a measure directly re- 
sponsible for that assassination—and 
no reward offer will successfully 
screen the guilty persons. 

There is no record that the Western 
Federation of Miners repudiated the 
telegram. sent by Anarchist Debs; and 
its silence in the premises is ample 
indorsement of the sentiments in that 
telegram. The federation can never 
purge itself of the responsibility for 
the reign of crime In Colorado until it 
ceases to palliate crime, uatil it 
ceases to uphold the hands of officers 
like Haywood, nntil ft ceases to re- 
main silent when it receives such tele- 
grams as Debs sent, and until it caste 
ouf its agitators, anarchists, Socialists 
and murderers, and thereby shows that 
the organization contains a decent ele- 
ment and that that element is supreme. 

As for Debs, his telegram, under all 
the circumstances, is quite sufficient to 
make him still more infamous than he 
already is, if that be possible.

It is a 
veritable cistern for. catching rain- 
water, and there is aBso.uiely no pro- 
vision for drainage ani cverfiow. The 
patching which has been Coné to cover 
up the defects pointed out by the 
grand jury's investigaiing committee 
a few weeks ago, is ab -olutely of no 
value. The roof is not fastened down at 
all according to plans :.n.1 specifications 
and a good, stiff norther would prob- 
ably blow it off. The rlans and speci- 
fications call for a four-ply roof; but 
only a very small portion has been 
made four-ply, and m what has, the 
layers are laid transversely. The de- 
fects cannot be remediel by patches, 
and the only way to make the job sat- 
isfactory and acceptihie is to tear off 
the present roof entircly and put on a 
new one.

SAN PEDRO BOSSES DECLARE 
LUMBER WAR OFF. 


Workmen Force Union to Abandon p 


‘Untenable Position Which Was 
Driving Away Business and Cutting 
Their Employment—Craig Had to 
Back, Down. 


SAN PEDRO, June 8.—The boycott 
here against Fo Bragg lumber, 
long a fizzle, has been officially declared 
off. After many many months the 
bosses of the Federal Labor Union 
have seen what was apparent from 
the start. When they ordered a boy- 
this port against lumber from 
that northern place, they simply drove 
so much business away from San 
Pedro without getting anything in 


return, 4 


The Redondo companies have dem- 
onstrated their ability to handle all 
business offered at their wharves 
without @rst=asking the consent of 
the agitators of the unions. The 
result was that lumber, which the 
union refused to have handled at this 
port was discharged at Redondo and 
thousands of dollars in wages were 
turned away from here. 

The cutting down 
work offered here made’ itself felt 
among the local workmen and, to 
save its appearance in the minds of 
the men it pretends to control here, 
the union went through the form of 
ordering the boycott discontinued, 

About two years ago differences 
arose at Fort Bragg between mem- 
bers of the union there and the Un- 
ion Lumber Company, over wages and 
other matters and the product was 
declared “unfair.” Many cargoes 
were driven away from San Pedro on 
account of the refusal to handle the 
business here. About a year ago the 
steamer Noyo, with a cargo of Fort 
Bragg lumber, was tied up at the 
wharf of the Ban Pedro,Lumber Com- 
pany, and a number of men em- 
ployed by the. local company went 
out. The matter was finally com- 
promised, and the Noyo took her 
cargo to Redondo, where it was dis- 
charged. 

Business is not particularly brisk 
at this port at present, and it is 
stated that the local wage-earners
